An act granting an Extension of Time lo the Minnesota and North- Western
Rairoad Company,and for other purposes.

Secrion 1. Time extended for building Rload and Telegraph.
Two per cent. resulting interest,

Mode of ascertnining gross proceeds.

Branch to Stillwater.,

. When to take effeet.

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Tervitory of Minnesota:
Sgcrion 1. Thot the respective periods within which the Mipnesota and
North Western Railrond Company are now required by law to construct
and complete portiona of said road contemplated in and by the Charter of
said Company, and to conatruct and Eut in operation the telegraph therein
mentioned, shall be and the same hereby are severally extended as follows,
that is to say : The aaid Telegmgh shall be completed and put in com-
plete operation on or before the 17th day of November,*1858, or in case
the said Railroad from St. Paul to the lowa line shall be located and the
timber be cot out of the line of said road, before that day, then in that
casc the said telegraph shall be constructed and put in operation within
sixty days] after sach timber shall have been cut out. Fifty miles of
soid road running from St. Psul northwardly shall be fully” completed on
or bafore the 17th day of February, 1860 ; and the remainder of the said
rond shall be fully completed and put in operation on or before the 17th

day of February, 1863. ;
Provided, however, that it shall be the duty of said Company to locats
Noties ot B0 constrnct the said road in conformity with the act of Congress entitled
Acesptanee, *' An act to aid the Territory of Minnesota in the constructionof 2 Rail-
rood therein,” approved on the 29th day of June, 1854, arcd, provided,
also, that this extension of {ime to the said Minnesofa and North-western
Railroad Company, and all their rights, franchises and privileges under their
Charter shall be null and void, and the Governor of said Territory shall by
proclamation to be published in some newsraper in St. Paul, and in the
city of New York so declare as notice to all concerned, upon the failure of
said Company to cemply with the following condition, which is, that said
Mionesota and North-Western Railroad Company shall, on or before the
Fourth day of July, 1856, notify the Governor of this Territory in writing,
to be signed by the President and Secratary, or the acting President and act-
ing Secretary of said Comjpany, that they havs and do accept fully the pro-
visions of this act as a part of their original Charter, as approved by the
Governor of this Territory on the fourth day of March, 1854, and with a
certificate that the said accepfance is in obedience to directions previously

given by the Board of Directors. :

R Sec. 2. In consideration of the grant of Jands contemplated in the
Paereny  8th section of the Charter to said Company, approved March 4th, 1854,
and of the extension of time to said Company as herain stated, and in
farther consideration of*the restoration of all rights, powers and franchises
to said Company which may be supposed to have for any cause becoma
forfeited to the Territory of Minnesots, said corporation binds and obliges

itself to pay o cause to be paid to the Tetritory or future State of Minne-
gota, two per cent. upon each dollar of the gross receipts, proceeds and in-
come of said Railread, so far as the same may be received or due them on
that part of said road lying within the limits of the Territory or future state,
of Minnesota, to be paid to the Trensarer of snid Territory or futurs state
anmuelly, on tho first day of January in each year, from and after the doy
when the cars shall commence tunning on any part of said road in said Ter-
ritory or future state of Minnesota, and which proceeds shall be appropriated
to the payment of the Territorial or State government expenses, and such
payments shall be in lien of, and the said Company shafl be exempt from
the payment of any other imposts, taxes or dividends, any law to the cou-
trury notwithstanding.

Sec. 3. And for the purpose of ascertaining the Eroceeds, receipls, or
income aforesaid, an accurate account shall be kept said Company, a
copy whereof shall be furnished to the Governor of the Territory or fu-
ture Stata of Minnesota: the truth of which account shall ba verified by
the affidavits of the President and Trensurer of said Company. And for
the purpose of verifying and ascertaining the nccuracy of such account,
full power is hereby vested in the Governor of the Territory or future
State of Minnesota, or any other person by law appointed, to examine
the books and papers of said corporution, and to examine, under oath, the
officers, ngents and employees of said Company, and other persons, and if
any person so examined by the Governor, or other authority, BE:.H knowingly

and willingly, swear falsely, or if the officers making such affidavits, shall’

knowingly and willfully, swear falsely, every such person shall be subject
to the paina and penalties of perjury. The Territery or future State of
Minnesota shall have a prior lien upon said road and branches, and all the
appuortenances and stock thereof, for all penalties, taxes ond dues which
may accrue to the Territory or future State from said corporation, ns
herein provided ; which lien of the Territory or folure State shall take
precedence of all demands, judgments or decrées against said corporation.
8ec. 4, Said Company shall construct and put in operation a branch
thereof to a point within one and a guarter miles of the eastern limits of
the city of Stillwater. Provided, it is consistent with the act of Congress
spproved 20th June, 1854, granting Jand to aid said Territory in the
censtruction of o road thercin. "
Skc. 5. This act shall bg in force from and after its passage.
